I)iil)lk ation of Gen. Kiiropatkin's re- 
port of the fighting from August 26 
until the retreat upon Mukden, ban 
> created a bitter feeling In St. Petera- 
burg. 

The report distinctly places upon 
Gen. Orlnff th(! responsibility for tl;e 
failure to hold the lieif^hts in the vi- 
cinity of Sykwantun, and so check the 
Japaneie advanoa. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15.— The 
war office is extremely reticent 
iej;ar(ling the present situation and 
future plans at the front. It is stated 
In general terms that the army is con- 
oantrated around Mukden, leaving tha 
Inference that It la ready to maka 
another stand. There has been no rain 
the past two days, and it Is probable 
the country will now dry up and leave 
two months of good weather for the 
fall campaign. 

London, Sept. 15. — The Dally Mall's 
correspondent with Gen. Kuropatkin 
writes under date of September 8. au 
interesting analysis of Russian strat- 
egy to the eve of the battle of Llao 
Yans, bestowing the highest praise 
upon Kuropatkln'B skilful handling and 
withdrawal of the weak, scattered 
Russian forces without demoraliza- 
tion. Tlie corresponilent says: 

"II is too early as yet to speak of 
the appalling and almost inconceiv- 
able dllRcultles that faced Kuropatkin 
during the first campaign. Some day 
It will be known how ni.Tny. or. rather, 
how few troops, he had when he ar- 
rived in Manchuria and what propor- 
tion, or, rather disproportion, wero 
kfen, ardent young soldiers of Rus- 
sia. Russian, will know how far Si 
berlan leyies were equipped and quail- 
Hed for the task they had to perform, 
and when the facts are known, the 
world will realize the enormous re- 
sponsibility cast upon this silent, reso- 
lute man, and with what strength, «<■

SOUTH ATLANTIC tTORM. 

Wind at Norfolk Reached a Velocity 
af 6t Milaa an Hour. 

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 16.— This entire 
section was swept by a wind storm, 

Wednesday night, the velocity of the 
blow reaching r)2 miles an hour in 
Norfolk. The government wires along 
the coast went down, and information 
from that section Is meager. No mar 
rine dlsaatars have been reported. 

Newport News, Va!, Sept 16.— Dur- 
ing a terrific wind and rain storm 
which ra^ed hero Wednesday night 
wires were prostrated, fences leveled, 
telegraph and electric light poles ui>- 
rooted or felled In several parts of the 
city. No serious damage to ahlpplng 
in the harbor ia reported. 

Baltimore, Sept. 15.— The South At- 
lantic storm arrived hero shortly after 
midnight. Rain fell in torrents, and 
the wind reached a velocity of hurri- 
cane proportions. Telegraph, telephone 
and electric light wires were pros- 
trated, and It was reported by the 
telegraph companies Thursday morn- 
ing that many lines of wire in the 
country are either down or crippled. 

Witaalngton, N. C. Sept 16.— The 
northeaater. of which warnings ware 
sent out by the weather bureau Tues- 
day night, struck Wilmington Wednes- 
day. There was a tremendous tide 
in the Cape Fear river, and the har- 
bor waa so rough that navigation 
waa dangerona. Tha beaehea were 
swept by heavy tides, but no damage 
was done. In the city tents of a car 
nival company were blown down, and 
damage done to the extent of |2,50(>. 
Two fishermen, who went out at 
WrlghtsviUe Beach, are missing, and 
its is probable that they were caught 
in the atorm and drowned. 

THE PATENT OFFICE.

— Tne applica- 
tion for patents during the last fiscal 
year broke all pr<'vions records, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
commissioner of patents, made public 
Wednesday. There were 60,321 appl< 
cations for mechanical patents, and 2,- 

554 applications for trade marks. 
There were 31,979 patents, and 2,213 
trade marks granted. The total re- 
ceipts of the office were $1,663,880; ex- 
pandltures , $1,460,124.

Number of United States War Ships 

Are to Be Prepared to Deal With 
Any Similar Emergency Dur- 
ing tha War. 



San Francisco, Sept. l.'S.— Guarded 
by several American warships, the 
Russian auxiliary cruiser Lena lies 
in the same poaltion In the bay where 
she dropped anchor Sunday afternoon. 
Wednesday, under the direction of the 
United States navy, a third Inspection 
of the Lena was begun, and the d its- 
position of the vessel will doubtless 
depend upon the report of the inve> 
tigatlon. Tha members of the board 
are all trained engineers, and the'r 
work will be searching and conclu- 
sive. It is anticipated that they w',1! 
finish their examination Thursday. 

The visit Wednesday of Capt. Rer- 
llnsky and the Russian consul, Koska- 
vitch, to the Mare Island naval sta- 
tion, is regarded as significant, as It 
Is believed to portend the dismantllnt^ 
of the Lena. They were C(turtt'on.^l\ 
received by Rr. Adm. McCalla, Rr. 
Adm. Goodrich assembled all the na- 
val commandera in this port on board 
the flagship New York Wednesday, 
and ac(iiiainted them fully with all the 
official developments in the eas<\ and, 
its is surmised, Instmcied them as to 
proceedure in the event of certain 
contingencies. 

It Is expected that the deatroycr 
Perry will soon be brought down from 
Mare Island and added to the VMBCls 
now surroim<llng the Lena. 

An outcome of the arrival of the 
Russian cruiser will probably be the 
maintenance permanently in San 
Francisco harbor of a number of war- 
ships to be prepared to deal with any 
similar emergency during the Russo- 
Japanese war. Had the Lena arrived 
24 hours later, San Francisco woiiid 
not have had a single American war 
vessel, as tha squadron had bean or- 
dered to sail the next day to other 
waters for target practice. 

No confirmation can be obt.iined 
here of the story telegraphed from 
St. Paul to the effect that the Lena 
had been engaged with two Japanese 
cruisers in the vicinity of Redfleld 
reef and badly damaged by gim shot«. 

I'nited States Inspector Bulger 
found no marks of the Lena's having 
been in conflict. 

"I do not believe the report that 
Japanese cruisers are lying anywhere 
near the Farallones," said Consul Kir- 
aburo I'reno. "In the first place, there 
is no count of the name given in the 
dispatches from St. Paul, and 1 cer- 
tainly am in a position to know if te 
ei^hits or not."

The Flagship Qrafton Will Protect it 
in the Pacific Ocean. 

V'ctoria. B. C. Sept. 15—11. .M. S. 
Grafton, flagship of the Taeitlc squad- 
ron, which left here some days ago 
to get her annual heavy gun practice 
at Comox, returned unexpectedly to 
Esquimau early Tuesday, making the 
trip from Comox to her Esruilnialt 
moorings under forced drauplit, and in 
record time. She is now in Ksqiiiiiuilt 
harbor making ready for sea, and will 
not flalsh bar gun practice at pres- 
ent. 

The -cause of the Grafton's return 
from the trip from Tomox is connect- 
ed with the sudden appearance of the 
Russian armed auxiliary cruiser ftcna 
in San Francisco. It is understood 
the OraftoB is nndar cable ordera 
from the British admiralty to protect 
British shipping on the American side 
of the Pacific at all costs. 

It depends upon the decision of the 
United SUtes government regarding 
the Lena whether the Grafton will 
proceed south to watch her, and, it 
any Hriiish merchantmen ba molested, 
capture and sink her. 

Should the American government 
decision be an order to the Lena to 
quit San Francisco harbor within 24 
hours, It is expected tha Grafton will 
leave Esquimau harbor at her best 
speed with the object of intercepting 
the Russian vessel off the California 
coast. A significant circumstance 
connected with the Grafton's sudden 
and unexpected appearance in Esqui- 
mau is that all shore leave has been 
indefinitely suspended. 

The big cruiner also maintains hei 
steam pressure at unusual strength, 
as if expecting to nsa it at a moment's 
notice.
